THE PO LEUNG ROK.

of State's despatch on the subject of “The Po 
Leung Kuk Incorporation Ordinance, 1893." to 
which we referred some weeks ago, and ehich 

. was laid before the Legtalative Council to-days—

+ tion your despatch No. 134 of ee June last, 

submitting for the slgniGication of Her Majesty's 

pleasure “The Po Leung Kuk Incorporation 

Ordinance, 1893" and yoorldespatch No, 137 of 

28th Jone Iact, forwarding a Memorial from Mr. 

T.H. Whitehead In which he states bis objections 
to certain provisions. of the Ordinance. 

In my opinion sections 6 and gof the Ordinance 
give the Board of Direction ton-absdlute power, 
free from any control elther by the Registrar 

’ General or by the Governor; and although there 
may. be.no prabability'of such power being 
abosed, I think it right that provision should be 
made for some measure of control on the part o 
the Government. It seems hardly nece 
proposed by Mr. Whitehead and Mr. Chater, 
that with the view of the Registrar General 
Controlling the proceedings of the Society from 
the outside he should be removed from the 
position cf President of the Boasd in which 
he {s plzeed by the Ordinance; bat the 
Ordinance should be amended so as to provide 
for an appeal to the Governor. as suggested at 
pare-vill of the report of the Committee on the 
Po Leung Kuk. This could be effected by 
adding at the end of section g of the O dinance 
the following words, "provided that In any case 
in which the Board is divided in opinion the
